Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's remarks filed 2-12-08 states that a terminal disclaimer is being 
submitted witli the remarks, however the examiner was not able to find any terminal 
disclaimer, approved terminal disclaimer or terminal disclaimer fee paid.
